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PREFACE. 

The  Papers  and  Essays  in  the  present  volume  have, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  been  set  in  Examinations  for 
Scholarships  at  Oxford  during  the  last  decade,  1869- 
1879.  A  student  will  readily  gather  from  them  a  correct 
idea  of  the  sort  of  information  which  is  required  from  him 
in  these  examinations.  As  this  book,  like  its  immediate 
predecessor,  is  adapted  for  the  use  of  schools  as  well  as 
private  students,  the  compiler  ventures  to  suggest  a  few 
hints,  gathered  from  much  experience,  as  to  the  way  in 
which  it  may  be  used  with  most  advantage.  The  private 
student,  whether  reading  by  himself  or  with  a  tutor, 
should  make  a  practice  of  entering  terse  and  accurate 
answers  in  a  note-book  kept  for  this  purpose.  It  cannot 
be  too  urgently  impressed  upon  him  that  such  a  note- 
book, unless  he  be  gifted  with  a  memory  like  MacarJay's, 
will  be  practically  of  no  service,  will  even  be  of  dis- 
service to  him,  unless  he  peruse  and  re-peruse  it  weekly, 
or  even  oftener — Mecies  repetita  manebunt.'  He  should 
also  make  a  practice  of  finding  out  on  the  map  every 
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name  as  it  arises,  and  of  carefully  noting  every  important 
date.  For  geography  and  chronology  are  the  wings  of 
history.  Without  them  the  student  cannot  fly,  nor  can 
he  walk  even,  or  crawl,  except  in  *  darkness  visible,' 
and  in  a  maze  *  without  a  plan.' 

In  schools  where  written  answers  are  sent  up  weekly, 
the  use  of  this  book  as  a  time-saver  for  tutors  and  pupils 
will  be  obvious.  It  may  also  be  profitably  used  in  oral 
teaching.  A  competent  teacher  of  history  and  geo- 
graphy may,  with  the  aid  of  a  wall  map  or  of  an  atlas 
in  the  hands  of  each  of  his  pupils,  do  much,  with  one 
weekly  lesson  only,  to  make  his  class  respectably  pro- 
ficient in  subjects  where  ignorance  is  as  deplorable  as  it 
is  common.  Such  a  teacher  cannot  go  over  the  same 
ground  much  too  often  ;  and  his  attention  may,  in 
the  first  instance,  be  directed  to  those  questions  which, 
in  one  form  or  another,  'regurgitate'  so  frequently  in 
the  following  papers. 

With  respect  to  the  Essays,  the  student  will  do  well 
to  supply  references  to  the  other  subjects,  similar  to 
those  which  are  appended  here  to  the  first  six.  It  is  for 
this  purpose  that  so  much  space  has  been  left  in  this 
part  of  the  volume  ;  and  also  because  the  compiler  has 
found,  from  experience,  that  a  list  of  Essay  subjects 
printed  closely  together  is  by  no  means  so  useful  as  it 
might  theoretically  appear  to  be.     An  excellent  custom 
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prevails  in  many  schools  of  arguing  the  pros  and  cons 
of  various  questions  in  the  School  Debating  Society. 
The  compiler  would  strenuously  urge  youthful  debaters 
to  select  their  subjects  for  debate  from  the  questions  and 
essays  in  this  book,  and  above  all  to  *  fight  their  battles 
o'er  again,'  on  the  same  subject,  half  after  half,  or  term 
after  term.  They  will  most  assuredly  find  their  account 
in  doing  so.

The  main  diflBculty  which  Demosthenes  presents  to  the  student  lies  in  the  close 
logical  connection  of  his  arguments ;  and  most  commentaries  consist  largely  of  transla- 
tion or  paraphase.  Paraphase  is  dangerous,  as  it  may  lead  a  novice  to  a  belief  that  he 
quite  understands  a  piece  of  Latin  or  Greek,  when  he  is  some  way  from  doing  so.  I 
have,  therefore,  taken  the  bull  by  the  horns,  and  have  given  a  continuous  rendering,  as 
close  as  I  could  decently  make  it.  Its  aim  is  purely  commentatorial — to  save  its  weight 
in  notes.  It  is  intended  to  show  what  Demosthenes  said,  but  not  how  well  he  said  it. 
And,  I  may  say,  I  believe  that  every  lecturer  and  tutor  in  Oxford  will  admit  that  an 
undergraduate,  or  sixth-form  toy,  cannot  get  full  value  out  of  reading  the  De  Corona 
without  such  help.  gT'i-oH, 

In  Introduction  I.  will  be  found  a  sketch  of  Athenian  history,  as  far  as  is  necessary 
for  the  thorough  understanding  of  this  Oration.  In  Introduction  II.  a  precis  of  the 
oration  of  Aeschines,  as  well  as  that  of  Demosthenes,  is  prefixed  to  a  brief  analysis  of 
the  two  speeches  considered  as  an  attack  and  a  defence.
